The users of bicycles, in Bristol and 


vicinity, have formed an association which 
the people of the lower end of the county 
are to here from henceforth. Wheelmen are 
going I o have a decided influence for the 
improvement of the public highways, and in 
this respect especially the Bristol Wheel- 
men's Association can do good work that 
will be appreciated by tax-payers generally 
and by all who have occasion to use the 
public roads. Tho Association has appointed 
a committee on legislation charged with the 
duty of ascertaining ''what good roads 
legislation is from time to lime accomplished 
or undertaken in the neighborhood of Bristol 
Borough." Another committee has as its 
definite duty the obtaining of "information 
as requested upon any matter relating to 
cycling and shall particularly call attention 
of the members, the public and the muni- 
cipal authorities to poor highways."

ISflftct of "Bicycle Boom" on Trade. 
The New York correspondent of the Phila- 


delphia Ledger writes to that paper tbat 
•'there has been much discussion of late as 
to the effect on other trades of tho big boom 
in bicycles. . The New York Journal of Com- 
merce recently had a long editorial on the 
subject, and trade papers have generally 
discussed it. 
Recently the New York Jour- 


nal devoted a page to the matter. 
It esti- 


mates the loss to other trades at $112,500,- 
000 a year, and yet it leaves out of its calcu- 
lation several items that might with reason 
have been incorporated. 
It has been 


generally known that the livery business 
and the carriage trade had been seriously 
hurt, but it has lately been made known 
that the demand for pianos, jewel ry, watches 
and confectionery has fallen off materially. 
It is staled that, less whisky and lager are 
drunk, fewer cigars smoked and fewer books 
bought on account of bicycles. 
The theaters 


complain that they arc obliged to close much 
earlier in the season because their patrons 
prefer wheeling to seeing plays. 
One way 


of arriving at the financial effect of the bi- 
cycle craze on a different basis than that of 
the Journal is to estimate the years ontpnt 
of wheels at 1.000,000. As the average 
cost of wheels is abjut $75, it follows that 
$75,000,000 will be expended this year for 
wheels, and is thus diverted from other 
lines of trade. 
Whal is gain for the bicycle 


makers, Bradstreet's adds, is a clear loss to 
other business men.''

mines. Whether the low price of mules 
comes from over production, or the low tariff 
on mule meat I leavs for your Democratic 
editor to solve. 
The present price is about 


one mule to sixteen dollars, and the Ken- 
tucky farmer is satisfied with paper dollars, 
but the low price makes him kick with both 
of his feet. The present rate may increase 
for one mule to thirty-two dollars when the 
mills run full and the coal mines and eoke 
ovens boom, and who dares to say protec- 
tion to our iron and glass mills is a bad 
thing for the farmer.

Pennsylvania'* Industrie*. 


The Bureau of Industrial Statistics at 


Harrisburg has issued a statement concern- 
ing tho silk, steel and iron industries of the 
State. Of 381 establishments 375 have had 
a decrease in the number of days in opera- 
tion the past year, the average being a 
month. Tho aggregate amount of wages 
paid to 160,000 employes was about eight 
millions of dollars. Tho report continues: 


The lowest average in yearly earnings was 


reached in 1894 and the highest in 1892. 
The average in the former year was $411.8!) 
and for the latter $433.39. 
The report will 


show that less than 500 persons had in- 
creased their yearly earnings in 1894 o- er 
1892, the increase being nominal. The re- 
maining 107,604 persons suffered a decrea-ie. 
There was almost a uniform advance in 
yearly earnings last year over 1894, tbe 
average of all the industries in 1894 being 
$411,39, and last year $488.29. Forty-sevi.n 
of the induslrics share in Ihe increase. 


In 1892 the value of the pig iron product 


in Pennsylvania was $11,494,476, but there 
was a decrease of nearly 2& per cent, in 
1893. The following year the shrinkage 
continued at about the same proportion. 
It 


is a significant fact tbat the tonnage in 1895 
xceedod that in 1892, the output for 1892 
>eing 823,581 tons, against 886,750 tons 
nst year an increase in the output, but a 
lecrease in the value of the same. A still 
greater decline was experienced in the bar, 
iheet and plate iron industries. Comparing 
the value of the product of the steel industry 
—thirteen eslablishmenls represented—for 
1892 and 1894 the result is : 1892, $24,- 
711,579.68; for 1894, $15,781,892.77—a 
difference of nearly nine millions in the 
value of the output. This comparison of 
decrease in values continues throughout the 
report.

Indications That the Silver Fight 


Is Going to Pieces. 


NOTHINQ LIKE IT EVEB EHOW1T 


Nothing In the Bryunlte Advocates, in the 


Character of the Men and the Newspa- 
pers Supporting the Movement Bag Pro- 
duced Any Conviction Among Serious, 
Intelligent or Common Sense Men—It 
Cannot Grow—"It la Not In the Wood." 


As week after week has gone by since 


the Chicago convention nominated a ticket 
set upon a platform of repudiation and 
social and political revolution, the pop- 
ular revolt against its destructive prin- 
ciples has been .itoadily increasing and 
swelling. 


Bryan has been going backward steadiily. 


He has made no progress anywhere. There 
not a state, there is hardly an election dis- 
trict in the whole Union where he is not 
perceptibly and decidedly weaker than he 
was on the 10th of July, when he was 
nominated with so much hysterical and 
ominous excitement. He has traversed the 
country from Lincoln to New York, re- 
turned to Nebraska, and started thence on 
still another stumping tour eastward, 
meanwhile scattering speeches by the hun- 
dred to big and curious crowds upon his 
way, but the popular sentiment which has 
been growing along his path has been 
against him rather than for him. 


From no quarter has there come a ray of 


promise for him. The state elections in 
Vermont and Maine, both agricultural 
states, where there are no great cities, as 
measured by the standard of magnitude 
reached by so many towns of both the 
east and the west, have condemned him 
emphatically, more emphatically than 
any candidate for the presidency previously 
put before the people. 
Even Arkansas 


gave him no encouragement, for, in the 
state election Republicans rather than 
Democrats gained by his candidacy. Even 
there, so far as we can place any reliance 
on the returned results of the voting as 
an indication of the actual popular senti- 
ment, Bryan and repudiation were a heavy 
weight for the Democracy. 


The revolt of hundreds of Democratic 


papers of the Union against his revolu- 
tionary and ruinous scheme, extending 
steadily during the past two months, in- 
cludes the great majority of the journals 
of character, ability, and superior influ- 
ence in evei 
nally supporting his candidacy there are 
few which do not betray their distaste 
for the task, or which even attempt rea- 
sonable arguments in his behalf. Of strong 
and sincere respect for him personally, 
there are almost no evidences even in the 
Democratic papers of the south committed 
to the advocacy of his election. Many of 
them are unable to conceal their contempt 
for him. None of them shows anything 
like real confidence in him. In truth, 
there is nowhere in American journalism 
any considerable, respectable, or reasona- 
ble support of Bryan's candidacy. 


II faBonn for Believing That the Majority of 


American Vote™ Are Not Yet Qualified 
to Kecome In mates of Padded Cell)—The 
Rrply of Secretary of the Treasury Car- 
Hale to a Correspondent In Kentucky. 


Secretary Carlisle's statement that a 


great many letters are addressed to him 
daily from all parts of the country inquir- 
ing how it is that silver dollars contain- 
ing only fifty-three cents' worth of bullion 
are kept at a parity with gold is directly 
in line with The Herald's experience. 


Correspondents apparently 
well in- 


formed in other respects ask, "If a silver 
dollar is worth only fifty-three cents, how 
is it that I can buy as much with one of 
them as I can with a gold dollar?" Others 
write: "There is no provision for having 
the silver dollars redeemed by the govern- 
ment, yet they are good as gold. Why, 
then, wouldn't they be just as good under 
free coinage as they are now?" 


These questions go directly to the heart 


of the whole silver question, and Mr. Car- 
lisle puts the matter very clearly Jn his 
published letter addressed to a Kentucky 
correspondent All of the four hundred 
and thirty odd millions of silver dollars 
coined since 1878 have been manufactured 
by the government on its own account 
from bullion purchased for that purpose 
at its market value. They have been paid 
out by the government at a parity with 
gold for goods and services and accepted 
in good faith by the people on that basis. 


The government received from the peo- 


ple the full gold value for these coins and 
is under moral obligation to keep them at 
that level. This it has done. It agreed to 
accept them for dues to itself, made them 
full legal tender in payment of debts to 
individuals and has never discriminated 
between silver dollars and gold ones. 
Aside from the moral obligations there 
are others. In the Sherman law, passed 
six years ago, congress declared it to be 
"the essablished policy of the United 
States to maintain the two metals on a 
parity with each other," and again, in the 
act of November 1, 1895, this declaration 
was iterated. 


With these assurances the people have 


accepted the silver dollars at their face 
value, regardless of the enormous shrink- 
age in the value of the bullion they con- 
tain. There have been times, however, 
when a mistaken financial policy excited 
creditors' doubts as to the ability of the 
government to keep its pledge, and at 
those times our foreign creditors drew 
gold out of the country and the more 
timid among our own citizens began to 
hoard the yellow metal, the result being 
general restriction of credit and com- 
mercial disaster, as in 1893. What excited 
those doubts? The fact that the govern- 
ment was issuing too many silver dollars 
under the Bland law, and subsequently 
under the Sherman law was issuing too 
many paper dollars in payment for silver 
bars. 


It is a familiar and universally admitted 


fact that an inferior currency drives abet- 
tor one out of circulation, and if the treas- 
ury kept on making silver dollars or 
printing notes all the gold would in time 
be displaced and leave the country ,and the 
government would be unable to keep the 
silver or notes exchangeable with gold. It 
was this fear that caused the panic of 1893 
and led congress to stop the issue of this 
money. Nearly 800,000,000 of silver dollars 
and Sherman notes, however, had already

Democrats entitled to be described as lead- 
ers of the party or oonspicpuous in public 
esteem.

To pass such a law 
would be a direct violation of the implied 
and expressed pledges on the faith of which 
the people have accepted hundreds of mill- 
ions of these silver dollars in payment for 
goods and services at their full gold valua 
It would be a wholesale repudiation on the 
part of the government against its own 
citizens; and the dollars being full legal 
tenders would compel all debtors to repu- 
diate half their obligations, cut down pen 
sions, wages, salaries, saving bank- depos 
its and insurance policies one-half and 
overwhelm the whole country in disaster.

phant^ and gayly prancing steeds excite 
bis brain. 


Just snob, a boy one morning stood at 


the edge of a bare field of pasture ground 
wet with dew and covered with slight 
mist, in the gray, uncertain light of the 
early morn. There was not the slightest 
evidence that anything unusual was going 
to happen there. 


At 3:30 the strained ear of the watcher 


detected the approach of a railroad train 
and a few moments afterward the first soc 
tion of the circus train came thundering 
into sight. Instantly the cars came to; 
standstill; every soul on board was aroused 
The horses wore making a lively tattoo 
with their hoofs upon the flours of the oars 
Wagons were being run off the flat cars, a 
the buss canvasman, with 20 brawny as 
sistants, each carrying a bundle of iron 
rod about 2 feet long, reached the field. 


It takes but a moment for the trained 


eye of the boss to select the most favorable 
position for the main entrance, which Is a 
one end of the menagerie tent, and one o 
the iron rods Is stuck in the ground to 
mark the *pot. 
While one man holds the 


end of the tape measure at this point an 
other walks in a straight line to a point 
87K feetaway, and another rod is stuck In 
the ground to Indicate the position of the 
first center pole. Continuing on this line, 
rods are driven every 60 feet apart, to mark 
the places for five center poles. 


Using the first and fifth polos as centers, 


a man measures 
S7% feet and walks 


around a half circle, followed by men with 
the Iron rods, who thrust one Into the 
ground every three paces, thus marking 
the circumference of the round ends of the 
tent. The sides are measured in a straight 
line, using the rods, each of which bos a 
white rag tied to its head, except some 
with red rags, which show where the 50 
foot middle pieces join and are to be laced 
together. 
The survey now shows that the 


top of the menagerie tent is mode up of 
four center pieces, each 60 feet in width, 
and a round place, 175 feet in diameter, 
which Is divided and used for the round 
ends of the tent. 


With mathematical accuracy the boss 


canvasman locates the main or "bigtop," 
the main dressing room and wardrobe 
tent, side show and freaks' dressing tent, 
cooks' tent and dining room tent Prompt- 
ly, silently and with perfect system every 
stake, pole and rope Is distributed to Its 
proper place. 


The boss now blows a whistle, and a 


orowfl ofjnen with sledges 8 feet long and 
weighing 18 or 30 pounds Is divided Into 
three gangs of eight men each, who com- 
mence to drive the stakes. 
Where an iron 


rod stood the leader of each gang starts a 
stake so that It will stand alone. Then the 
men rain heavy blows In rapid succession 
upon the stake until it Is driven well Into 
the ground. Each man averages a blow a 
second; so the stoke receives seven blows 
each second. 
1 The stakes are about 6 feet long and S 
inches in thickness, and there are over 
1,000 
of them to be driven, a task which 


would take ordinary laborers half a day to 
accomplish, but which is easily done by 
these men inside of 45 minutes." 


Again the whistle sounds, and tho men 


spring to the first of the center poles, which 
have been laid by the pole riggers into posi- 
tion for raising. 
To the top of each pole 


are attached three long ropes, which are 
called the "main guys." The boss calls; 
"All hands on the main guy! Up with 
her!" 
And 25 or 80 men pull on the 200 


feet of rope, while a dozen others are lift- 
Ing with shoulders under the big pole, 
which is kept from slipping nt tho base by 
a crowbar In the hands of the boss canvas- 
man. 


The trained eye of the boss detects the 


moment the pole is brought to a precise 
perpendicular, when he orders the men to 
make fast the main guys, and the pole 
stands erect and firm, 50 feet from base to 
tip. In the meantime six huge rolls of 
canvas, each a section of the tent, have 
been dropped from wagons and lie near the 
bases of the poles. At the signal the men 
unfold a roil of canvas and spread It into 
position upon the ground. 
Then, the men 


separate into small gangs, and, commenc- 
ing at the outer edge and working toward 
the center, lace the canvas together. 


The canvas is laced to the heavy bale 


rings which encircle the center poles and 
ore raised by ropes which run through the 
blocks at the top of the poles. Before the 
lacing reaches the center poles the five 
gangs of pole riggers elevate the bale rings 
five or six feet and stand under the canvas 
with hands on ropes until the lacing is fin- 
ished, when they hoist the canvas 10 or 12 
feet, and the pulley blocks creak under the 
strain. 


Farther than this the men cannot lift 


the ponderous weight until the canvas is 
further raised by the quarter and side 
poles. The side poles are next hoisted, 
raising the middle of the trough 85 feet 
from the ground. 
The weight of the can- 


vas and the pressure of the air on Its enor- 
mous surface makes this feat no easy one, 
and in wet weather the task is greatly In- 
creased. It requires the combined efforts 
of 16 men to pull with ropes these quarter 
poles, bearing their weight of canvas, into 
position. Now the lifting of the canvas to 
the full height of the center poles is easily 
accompli shed. 


The building of the tent is finished by 


putting up the side walls. Only three- 
quarters of an hour have passed since the 
first stake wagon readied the lot, and the 
canvas structure stands complete, covering 
an area of 860 by 160 feet. 


The whistle sounds again, and 85 men 


rush to the center polos of the "big top." 
A very few minutes only are required to 
raise them into position, when the men, 
with appetites sharpened by their brisk 
work, stamper off to the dining tent—. 
New York Journal.
